2 — F Irſt, there chall bee onely eight Butchers licenced by the Lo2d Maio: 
„ dithin the City of London, Viz. Foure in Eaſtcheape, and foure in S.

"CO*% 75 Nicholas Shambles, who ſhal be of the pooꝛer ſoꝛt, and ſhall not pay any 
thing fo: their Licences, nozioyne with them any partners.

That euery ofthe ſaid Butchers lo to be licenced within the laid Citie, 
and Liberties thereof, doe btter and ſell in their open Shops, in ſuch ſoꝛt as in open time they are ac- 
tuſtomed to doe, and at ſuch Rates and pꝛites as ſhall be ſet downe by Oꝛder of the Lozd Matoz of 
London foz2 that Citie, and the Liberties thereof: and beſides euery Butcher ſhall keepe a perfect 

Booke What quantitie of Fleſh they kill euerp day, and of what kindes, and to what perſons they 
ſell and vtter the lame, and the ſaid Butchers to certifie the Lozd Matoz, tothe end the Loꝛds of his 
Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſell may be infoꝛmed by him, how the Lawes and Statutes in this behalke 
pꝛouided, are oblerued within the ſaid Citie and Liberties thereok. 


T Hat there be Licenced to kill and vtter Fleſh in the Suburbs of thelayd Citie, as in the Counties 

of Middleſex and Surrey neere vnto London, onely eight Butchers, And thele to be Licenſed by 
the Juſtices within the ſeuerall Limits, whereof two to be of the Quorum, That is, Two Without 
DSmithfielde Barres in the Pariſh of S.Pulch:es,o2 Clarketon Well, oꝛ one of them, One in wohite⸗ 
crofle ſtreet, One in Nozton Folgate, One in Whitechappel, One in S. Katherines, Two in South- 
warke ; And foꝛ the Citie of Weſtminſter, and the Liberties thereof, as alſo fo: the Liberties ofthe 
Duchie of Lancaſter , fine Butchers, Thatis, Two without Temple Barre in the Pariſh of Saint 
Clement Danes, in the Liberties of the ſaid Duchie, and thꝛee in the Citie of Weſtminſter and the Lt- 
berties thereof, to be Licenſed by the chiefe Officers of thoſe Liberties, and thoſe to bee (as is befoꝛe 
expꝛeſſed ot the pooꝛer ſoꝛt inhabiting in thoſe plates, And to be licenled without any money, oꝛ other 
conſideration to be giuen foꝛ the ſame, and to bee bound to obſerue the like Oꝛders in enery reſpett as 
thole that are to be appointed foꝛ London, and the Clarke ofthe Market, Officer and Juſtice, there 
to ſee them, and to ſet the pꝛites of the victuall to be vttered in thoſe places. 


That no perſon be permitted to kill oꝛ ſell any Fleſh, but to thoſe that are litenſed, noꝛ in any other 
plate then befoꝛe is ſpecified, vpon paine to foꝛfeit the Fleſh to bee giuen to the pooꝛe in the pꝛilons, 
and to ſuffer impꝛiſonment. 


'T Hat the Conſtables, Churchwardens, and other publike Officers be authoziſedin London the 

Liberties thereot by the Lozd Maioz,and the Jultices inthe Counties of Middleſerand Surrey, .. 
and the rozenamed Officersin Weſtminſter, to make ſearch, and to ſee that the Licenſed Butchers, ' 
noꝛ any other doe kill oꝛ vtter any Fleſh , noꝛ doe any thing contrary to thele oꝛder s. 


A Nd foꝛthe better knowledge of the truth ofdiſozdersin this kind,+redzeſſe oftheinconnentenccs, 
the L02d Maio: of London,xenery other Officer here appointed, ſhall call them, and ſend 
foꝛ any of the leruants ot any Inholders, Uictuallers, Cookes, Tauerners and keepers of oꝛdinary 
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Tables, and ſuch other that vtter Uictuals, to examine them vpon their cozpozall Oathes, what 
Fleſh is, oꝛ hath bene during the Lent ſeaſon,dzeſſed, killed, vttered, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, which it 
they ſhallrefuſe to do, then to tommit to pꝛilon tys laid ſeruants ſo refuſing vpon their Oathes to de⸗ 


flare the trueth. 


T Hatthe Lozd Maioz himſelke ſhall grant no warrant foꝛ buying of fleſh in Lent, but to ſuch as 
(hall haue to ſhew to him licence in wꝛiting, accozding tothe Lawesofthe Realme to eate Fleſh, 

and the ſame Licence to bee viewed and Regiſtred, and 2Bookes to bee kept thereof, to bee ſhewed 

when the ſame ſhall be required, vnleſſe it be to Ambaſſadoꝛs and Agents foꝛ kozraine Pꝛintes. 


T Hat the Lozd Maioꝛ ſhallnow pꝛeſently befoze Lent , oz atthe beginning thereof, call all Inhol⸗ 

ders, keepers of Oꝛdinary Tables, Uictuallers, Alehouſe keepers ,and Tauernozs Within the 
City and Liberties thereof to appeare befoꝛe him, oz luch perſons as hee ſhall apoint meete fo2 that 
purpole, and ſhall take Bonds with ſufficient Sureties of eueryofthem in good ſummes of money, 
viz.one hundred pound the pzincipall,and the Suerties thirty pound apiece to his Mateſties vle, not 
to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes this Lent time foꝛ any reſpect , noꝛ ſuffer it to be eaten except it bee 
fo: ſome ſuch perſon that lyeth in their houle, that allo hath Licence thzough ſickneſſe, oꝛ other necel⸗ 
ſary cauſe to eate Fleſh, Allo like bonds ſhall be taken ofthe Poulters,not to vtter any Poultry ware, 
but to ſuch as ſhall bee likewiſe licenced to eate Fleſh , and that ſuch as will not gine ſuch Bonds, that 
they be ſecluded from all vtterante of Uictuals during the Lent ſeaſon, extepting thole Poulters that 
doe oꝛdinarilyſerue his Maieſties Houſhold, of whom like Bonds ſhalbe taken by his Maieſties Df 
ficers of the Greenecloth : the like bonds with Sureties ſhall be taken ofthe like perſons vpon like 


penalties by the chiefe Officer of Weſtminſter and the liberties thereof. 


A Ndfo2the Butchers, x other that come with Uictuals of fleſh out ofthe Country to the City the 

* Lo2d Mato? ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the Gates, and other like plates in the Sub- 
urbs, where fleſh may bee bꝛought in, to view and intertept the ſame, The Carriers of the ſaid 
Uictuals ofFleſh if any ſhall be taken, to be guided to the perſons houſes that haue licence.and this 
watch to be continued daily during the whole time of Lent : and ifany of thoſe watchmen be found 
negligent and coꝛrupt in his charge, then hee to bee committed to pziſon, there to continue during the 
whole Lent. And in cale the ſame ſhall bee found to bee bzought to any perſon not warranted, oz 
licenſed to eat it as afoꝛeſaid, then the ſame to be fozfeited and ſoidat the direction of the Lozd Matoz 
fo: the vſe of the pooze in the Hoſpitals and Pꝛiſons in the Citie, and the bꝛingers to bee impꝛiloned. 


A Ndfo2thatitis to be doubted that the Fiſhmongers, vpon the obſeruation of the ſaid D2ders, 

will take occaſion thereby to inhanſe the paices as well of freſh as of Sea ſiſh, it is thought meete 
that the Loꝛd Maioz ſhall take oꝛder with the ſayd Fiſhmongers, that as well the ſalt as freſh fiſh 
(hall be vttered at reaſonable pꝛites. 


I Hateueryof the Butchers to bee licenſedas afozeſayd, bee bound in a ſufficient Bond with good 
Suerties to his Maieſties vle, to oblerue thele oꝛders in euery reſpect, and theſe bonds to bee ta- 
ken by the LozdMaioz,and other the officers afozelaid. 


A Ndasthole oꝛders are expꝛe fly deuiſed to be exetuted in the City ol London, —2.— neere to 

the ſame: ſo his Maieſties pleaſure ⁊ tommandement is, that the exetution ot theſe oꝛ like oꝛders 
bee perfoꝛmed by the Commandement of his Mateſties Lieutenants to bee ſent to the Juſtites of 
Peace in all Shires within their Nule, and to all other Officers in Townes Coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ in any Li⸗ 
berties, wich like ozder fo; the Bonds to be taken to his Mateſties ble.
